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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 
Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), wliich 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "drive rod" must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: It is the 
Examiner's position that Applicant has evoked sixth paragraph, means-plus-function 
language to define Applicant's invention. Therefore the Examiner requires the Applicant 
to amend the specification pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .75(d) and MPEP 608.01 (o) to explicitiv 
state, with reference to the terms and phrases of the claim element, what structure, 
materials, and acts perform the function recited in the claim element. Please note that 
the MPEP clearly states, "Even if the disclosure implicitly sets forth the structure, 
materials, or acts corresponding to the means-(or step-) plus-function claim element in 
compliance with 35 U.S.C. 112. first and second paragraphs, the PTO may still require 
the applicant to amend the specification pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .75(d) and MPEP 
608.01(0)...". (Also see MPEP 2181 (Rev. 1, Feb.2000)) 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1 and 5 are objected to because of the following informalities: It is the 
Examiner's position that Applicant has evoked sixth paragraph, means-plus-function 
language to define Applicant's invention. Therefore the Examiner has objected to the 
claims for the reasons set forth above in the objection to the specification. The 
Applicant has not explicitly stated what constitutes "agitating" and "syringe-retaining" 
means. 
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Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of canying out his invention. 

Claims 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. There is no description of the "drive rod" in the specification or the drawings. 
It is unclear to the Examiner if the "drive rod" is referencing the "dispense rod", the 
"drive shaft", or a completely different structure. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b). by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-17 and 19-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Pokras (5,647,851). Pokras discloses an adaptor (16) connectable with an 
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automatic syringe pump (10) for a hand-held syringe and a hand-held syringe (15), the 
syringe containing contents to be dispensed, the adaptor comprising means for agitating 
(28) the contents of the syringe and an adaptor body receivable by a syringe receiving 
unit of the syringe pump, a syringe retainer for retaining the syringe and a syringe driver 
(30) for agitating the contents of the syringe, the adaptor further comprising an elongate 
cylindrically shaped portion receivable in the syringe pump, wherein the syringe retainer 
further comprises an annular syringe ring (24) which serve as the syringe retaining 
means, the retaining means engaging at least one flange of the syringe and wherein the 
syringe driver comprises a motor (28) and drive means (30) for urging the syringe ring 
to rotate and further comprising a drive belt (not shown) and the adaptor further 
comprising a syringe holding arm (22). Pokras also disclose an adaptor comprising an 
elongate guide piston (40), and extension arm (44), and a rotatable drive rod (38).
